DIES SUDDENLY OP HEART FAILURE. 


The President Apprised of the Death of Mr. 


Runyon—Brief Sketch of the Life 


and Labors of the Distin- 


guished Statesman. 


BKRI.IN, Jan. 37.—Hon. 
Theodora 


Runyon, the American ambassador 
here, died of heart failure at one 
o'clock this morning1. 


The President Advlied of AmbMMdor 


Runyon'B Death. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—The sudden 


death in Merlin of the American am- 
bassador. Theodore F. Runyon this 
morning, waf> communicated to the 
president by the United Press. 
Be- 


yond that information thepovernment 
had not been advised of the startling 
news. Its occurrence at so early an 
hour in the morning, of course, pre- 
vented the possibility of anything like 
general circulation. It is certain that 
the president and state department 
will have official notice before the 
hour for beginning of business to-day, 
when whatever action is necessary to 
be taken, will be promptly attended 
to. 


Theodore F. Runyon was born at 


Somcrville. N. J.. October 36, 18Ja. He 
graduated from Yale college in 1843, 
and in 1844 was admitted to the bar. 
In 18(>S he was made city attorney and 
in 18r>0 city counsellor of Newark, N. 
J., a position retained until 1804, when 
he became mayor of the city. He was 
appointed, in 18S6, a commissioner to 
revise and codify the militia laws of 
New Jersey, and in 1857 was made 
brigadier general and subsequently 
major general of the New Jersey 
national guard. 


At the outbreak of the civil war he 


was placed in command of the New 
Jersey brigade of volunteers. 


In 1865 he was democratic candidate 


for governor of his state, but was not 
elected. From 1S73 to 1887 he was 
chancellor of New Jersey. In .March, 
18!i:t, he was appointed by President 
Cleveland American minister to Ger- 
many and shortly afterwards was made 
ambassador. The degree of LL. D. 
was conferred upon him by Yale, Rut- 
gers and Wesleyan colleges.

Formally Recognized History of 


Former Revolution*.

There is no longer any doubt that tbe 


government of the United States will 
recognize the bcligerent insurgents of 
Cuba as soon as they shall come into the 
actual possession of a seaport. The 
sentiment of all America is in favor of 
the so-called "rebels." who have con- 
quered province .after province and now 
are at the very doors of Havana. It IB 
not at all probable thut they will cap 
ture the Cuban capital by storm, nor ifc 
it reasonable to suppose that they will 
attempt to beseige the city; but it 
would not be surprising if they should 
succeed in cutting off the food supplies, 
of the Ilavanese and thus force the 
Spaniards to capitulate. 


Gen. Mavimo Gomez, leader of the 


insurgent forces, is an able soldier. Al- 
most in the twinkling of an eye he 
transferred the seat of war from the 
central part of tihe Island to the three 
western provinces, everywhere avoid- 
ing a general engagement with the 
Spanish troops. In -i measure his cam- 
paign is nothing more nor less than 
guerilla warfare. 
He inflicts great 


losses on the enemy from ambush, and 
disappears before the academy-bred 
Spanish officers can locate his troops. 
An American correspondent, who has 
seen the famous rebel chieftian several 
times, describes him a^ a study in re- 
pose mid action. He is slender in build, 
not OUT 140 pounds in weight, about 
five feet seven inchc.-> in height, and 
straight as an arrow, although 00years 
of age. His face is tanned, liis hairand 
mustache are iron giay,his lionesproni- 
inent and bis chin firm. His knee is 
stiff from u « ound received in the last 
insurrection, but in the saddle he is 
simply a part of the. horse, or rather 
the horse is a part of him, for he never 
.^K-IIIS to jrui'lc it.

nli'Mit <hc insurgents because, wherever 
they po, they destroy tbe plantations 


to maintain them; to declare reprisals 
with respect to the enemy and to ratify 
treaties, except the peace with Spain: 
to submit judicial authority to the 
president; to approve the law of mili- 
tary organization and ordinances of 
the military service as drawn up by the 
commander in chief. The ministerial 
council is able to take part in the mili- 
tary operations only when, in their 
judgment, it will be absolutely neoes- 
saryi The executive rests with the 
president, or, in default, with the vice 
president. All outside armament of 
the republic and the direction of war 
operations are directly under control 
of the commander in chief. Among 
the other provisions of the constitution 
is one which exempts from taxation 
in favor of the republic the property of 
foreigners whose respective govern- 
ments have recognized the belligerency 
of Cuba; and another which provides 
that all debts contracted since the ac- 
tual initiation of the war shall be paid 
by the republic. 


It is one of the, laws of international 


policy, however, that no movement, 
ngaiust. an established government is to 
be recognized by foreign powers until 
the revolutionists shall have estab- 
lished a seat of government in some 
tou n of importance. Thus far 
the 


Cuban patriots have either been un- 
able or unwilling to garrison such a 
place, and until they do our govei-n- 
mc.nt cannot accord them official recog- 
nition. It will be remembered that 
when the republicans of ]!ra/.il ousted 
the venerable Dom Pedro from the 
throne a few yeais ago they had the 
Mmpathy of the American people, but 
their government was not recognized 
until thcx were in command of Hio tie 
Janeiro an<l h:ul stationed therein a 
force large enough to protect it against 
attacks from within ami without. 


The liis', time the Cuban patriots 


asked for recognition by the United 
States was in 1848, when the. famous 
Gen. 
Lopez embarrassed the. Spanish 


forces. 
Although defeated time and 


again, this noble patriot kept up a war- 
fare for several years, his last, cam- 
paign occurring in 18jl, when he in- 
vaded the north coast of the inland at 
the head of a force of several hundred 
Americans, recruited mostly in Keji- 
tucy. After sonw fierce fighting the 
insurgents were captured by the Spun-

of friend as well as foe. Presuming 
ihat the old adage "all is fair in love 
snd war" contains eu'ii a grain of truth, 
this seeming vandalism is justifiable. 
Spain depends upon Cuba's crop to 
maintain its army of occupation ajid to 
pay current government expenses. A 
failure to reap a harvest this year would 
embarrass Capt. Gen. Campos and the 
chil administration to such an extent 
that evacuation woitld become almost 
imperative. Every insurrection Cuba has 
ever had has failed because the.Spaniard-, 
succeeded in sniingthcsiigarcropfrom 
>ear to year. The planters were ta\ed 
to an extent which virtually uruounU'd 
to confiscation, and -\\i1li the money 
thus extorted the campaign against 
the patriots was pursued most \ h,die- 
lively. Ku'rvbodj- knows tliat Spain to- 
day is (i b;uil\rupt country, and if the 
insurgents can prevent the harvesting 
of the sugar crop their victory will be

complete within a very short time. 
The destruction of prosperous planta- 
tions will, of course, be a hardship to a 
great many individuals, but in a war 
for freedom and independence individ- 
uals are not supposed to cut any figure. 


Tlic Spanish government, through its 


diplomatic representathes, has made 
tbe claim that the insurgents are a 
iK'terogeiieons mass without any po- 
litical organization whatsoever. This 
is a misrepresentation, for I have now 
before me a copy of tbe constitution 
of the revolutionary movement, issued 
vith the sanction of Tomas Estrada 
Palnia. president of the provisionaJ 
government of the Cuban republic and 
at present a resident of the United 
Stat<".;. This constitution was adopted 
last *nll. and places the supreme power 
ot tbe republic in a council of ministers, 
composed of a president, vice president 
and four secretaries, for the dispatch of 
business of war. of the interior, of for- 
eign affairs and of agriculture. The 
attributes of the ministerial govern- 
ment are to dictate all the relative 
dispositions of the civil and political 
life of the republic; to receive contri- 
butions; to contract public loans; to 
issue paper money; to raise troops and 


iards, and the great body of the prison- 
ers, including (ien. .Lopez, C'ol. Critten- 
deii and other leaders, \v<ire condemned 
to death. Their dead bodies were mu- 
tilated and portions of them were open- 
ly sold on the streets of Havana as 
souvenirs. It was at this time that 
1'resident i'olk oiTe.red to Iny Cuba from 
Spain, but liis^overtures were rejected 
by the Madrid government. The un- 
successful insurrection of 184S-'31 was 
succeeded by a period of cruelty and 
tyranny which, in vindietiveness and 
selfishness, surpassed 
anything at- 


loiupU'd by the reactionary princelings 
ol Kurope. 


Nevertheless, th'e island remained in 


a stale of pence until 1S6S, 
when Carlos 


.Manuel Cespedcs inaugurated what is 
1.nowti in Cuban history a.s the ten 
years' revolution. 
With an army of 


ILM^Oi) men he took the city of Man/.an- 
illo. uhere a contention of patriots de- 


^ larexj the count ry free and independent 
and established a provisional republic. 
Cespedes was elected president. Most 
of the Spanish-American republics ac- 
corded belligerent rights to the revolu- 
tionists, and for eight years Spain 
poured the flower of her soldiery into 
the island to subdue the enemy. In 
1870. 
the Spanish government, on the 


verge of despair and bankruptcy, re- 
solved to make one more effort, to con- 
quer the "rebels." Over JOO'.OOOSpsinisb 
troops had been exterminated by fever 
and sword; the Castilian realm was 
humbled in the sight of the nations; 
the control of Cuba was hanging in the 
balances. 
The cortes—the legislative 


body of the Spanish kingdom—at this 
juncture made the desperate resolve to 
send 36,000 fresh troops to Cuba, and 
placed in command of this picked force 
Gen. Martinez de Campos, reputed to 
be the best soldier in the Spanish army. 
By diplomacy and holding out the hope 
cf autonomy for the island, Campos 
succeeded in negotiating a treaty with 
the insurgents, which ended the ten 
years' struggle. 


The promise made by Gen Campos 


was never redeemed. Instead of ob- 
taining relief the Cuban patriats were 
I*rsecuted more violently than ever, 
and the entire cost of the insurrection 
was fastened on the island; and thus 
it comes that a country of 2,000,000 in- 
habitants is groaning under a debt of 
$2.000,000.000. 


In 1891, Jose Marti inaugurated an- 


other revolution. From small begin- 
nings it bus grown into the present 
war, which bids fair to end in triumph 
for "Cuba Libre." The Spaniards them- 
selves realize this, and to spare the fame 
of Gen. Campos have recalled him and 
appoint+'d a comparatively unknown 
soldier. Gen. Marin, pro tempore com- 
mander in chief for Cuba.

Been Cremated, Still Live a 


Body of OUB of Her Ladies In Waiting 


Identified by King as iler Remains 


to Sitve Httr from Assus- 


slu's Hand. 


A roinancp equaling1 anything" which 


Rider Ilapgartl ever wrote comes from 
Seoul, the capital of Corea, relating to 
the conspiracy which broke out there 
last November. The facts are known 
only to u few persons, one being1 the 
king, and all have the strongest motives 
for concealment. 


It will be remembered that on No- 


vember 2S an unsuccessful plot culmi- 
nated in un attack on the palace by a 
number of Coreans belonging1 to the 
queen's party. 


The king and the Japanese, being 


warned 
beforehand, 
posted 
extra 


guards and foiled the conspirators, the 
object bein<* to seize the ministers, ex- 
pel the Japanese, free the king from 
the latter's influence and restore the 
queen, who was reputed to be dead, 
but who was in reality alive! 


The Russian secretary of legation \v:is 


the leading spirit in the conspiracy, 
and was deputed to convoy the queen 
from her place of hiding to the palace. 
The failure of the 
attempt neceasi- 


tated the keeping of the secret of the 
queen being in existence, which is now 
for the first time divulged. 


When in October the Coreans and 


Japanese broke into the palace, the 
queen, scenting danger, hid hastily 
without speaking to her women in an 
obscure outhouse, saw the bodies of 
her ladies in waiting dragged to the 
pyre prepared for them outside, and 
watched the completion of the -tragedy 
from her hiding place. 


The queen was concealed for an 


hour and a half, every moment expect- 
ing discovery. She fled at last through 
n secret passage to the old palace, and 
thence, after changing her dress, made 
her escape outside the walls of the city, 
where she reached a place of safety. 


When the Japanese and Coreans ex- 


amined the charred bodies of the wom- 
en who had been burned, the king and 
some others shrewdly feigned that 
they had discovered the identity of the 
queen in one of the victims, lest a 
search should reveal her whereabouts 
and lead to her murder. 


The Japanese accepted 1he account 


of the queen's death as true. Three 
Coreans were strangled last week as the 
queen's murderers, while the trial o< 
Viscount Mura and other Japanese 
officials is proceeding at Hiroshima for 
the murder of a woman who still lives. 
Li Han Spin, the leader of the last 
abortive plot, is in hiding here. 


An American friend who came here 


oil the Russian cruiser CMvajny says 
that Russia is using the supposed mur- 
der of the queen as a weapon against 
the Japanese, although well knowing 
its falsity. 


The queen has been killed by rumor 


twice before.

they have wrought in marine trims- 
portation. After ftudying the 
Sue/c 


waterway in Egypt, Maj. Ludlow is to 
visit the Corinth canal in Greece, the 
famous Kiel cut in (Jermajiy, the Norlh 
Holland and Amsterdam artificial ports, 
and, 
after returning to England, the 


Manchester ship canal and the Cale- 
donian system of interior navigation. 
In addition to an examination of the 
engineering features of these works 
and their adaptation to the problems 
to be solved in constructing a canal 
across the American 
istnmus, Maj. 


Ludlow is expected to secure new data 
upon the likelihood of cither the Nica- 
rag'ua or Panmna canals becoming pay- 
ing investments.

There can be little doubt as to how 


the vote wil. result. Mr .lows has 
steadfastly refused to agree to a time 
for a vote until after the election of 
the new senators from I'tah. They 
were due to reach this city at a late 
hour la-it night, and as soon as their 
election had been announced Mr. Jones 
gave notice to the senate of his de- 
bire to reach a vote this week.

SPANISH REPORTS 


FKMH Cuta» Received by Minister Dupuj- 


de Lome. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Minister Du- 


puy de Lome yesterday received tele- 
grams from Havana, giving accounts 
of several engagements between the 
Spanish troops and insurgents., all but 
one of which are of minor importance.

resorts north and south of this place 
as well as from New York, Philadel 
phia and the larger New Jersey towns 
flocked here to-dnv and repaired to th 
beach to watch the efforts made t 
poll the steamer st Paul, the famous 
ocean greyhound, over the bar into 
deep water. The .ship was moved 170 
feet seaward, but the flood tide was 
not of sufficient duration to enable the 
crews of the steamer and the wreck- 
ing companies to haul her into water 
deep enough to float Th-re were 50 
powerful tugs opposite the St. Paul 
ready to render assistance, but they 
were not utilised. 
Six immense anchors were planted 


in the sea about a thousand yards 
from the stranded vessel. Fastened to 
the anchors w ere sev, ral steel hawsers 
which were lonnected with the pow- 
erful capstan ou the stern ot the ship. 


This capstan was rotated by steam 


power furnished by the -steamer's boil- 
ers and engines. 
Everything was in 


readiness for tilt haul aud soon after 
midnight the engines were started. 
The 
hawsers 
tightened, 
the 


capstan creaked, and inch l»v inch 
the big St. Paul was pulled seaward. 
When the tide turned to the ebb, the 
boat had moved nearly one-third of 
her length aud was placed in a more 
advantageous position, as, at low tide, 
she was only six feet in the s,aud and 
in 11 feet of water 
The strain on the 


hawsers was kept moderately taunt 
during the clay in order to keep the 
ship from again moving toward the 
beach. 
No attempt was made to float her 


while the afternoon tide was at the 
flood. Those in charge predict that 
to-morrow's high tide will be higher 
than that of to-day, aud with favor- 
able conditions they expect to com- 
plete the work begun s« auspiciously. 


The sea was almost as (juiet to-day 


as the proverbial mill pond. 
This 


state of affairs caused the life-saving 
crews ton-move from the ship the 
line thrown to her when stranded, 
which was used to run the breeches 
buoy to land. 


Messrs. Clement Griscom, ST., and 


Grisconib, Jr., of Philadelphia, of the 
Navigation Co.; WilliamCramp. a mem- 
ber of the firm that built the St. 
Paul; Marine Superintendent Shock- 
ford and other high officials of the 
American line, visited the unlucky 
ship and .spent hours in consultation 
with Capt. Jamison and his staff. 
They gave out no official stateVicnt for 
publication, but the petty 
officials 


strongly deny that tlie St. Paul was 
engaged in a race with the Campania 
prior to the accident. The story is uot 
generally believed, as Capt James 
Mulligan of Life-S^iiig Station No. 4., 
who was the first to board the ship in 
the breech buoy on Saturday morning, 
states that the first question put to 
him by the passengers when he stepped 
foot on the deck was: -Where is the 
Campania'.'" 


All the passengers of the St. Paul 


were taken to New York in tugs late 
yesterday afternoon, but the entire 
crew, numbering 40(1. im-ludiug many 
women, remain on board, aud have 
not come ashore since the St. Paul 
struck.

Ilaily this morning the lighter .Tohu 


Haggertj was floated to the shore- 
ward sul'f of the vessel and the crew of 
the latter, assisted by tlie wreckers, 
transferred hundreds of ions of the 
cargo trom the steamer's t-ide to the 
lighter. The baggage-and perishable 
goods were first moved 
These were 


taken to New York. The large amount 
of the precious metal w.is not dis- 
turbed, but remains m a strong Box on 
board the steamer in charge of a guard 
of picked men 


The officials of the St. Paul deny the 


report that the vessel was injured 
wnen she struck. They say there is 
no water in her hold, and her plates 
are just as intact as the day she was 
launched. 


One of the novel features of the day 


was the rigging of a telephone on 
board the boat to connect with the 
shore. The shore end is connected 
with the local telephone system, and 
bv this means the ship's officers are 
able to communicate with their agents 
in tlie eity. 


The scune on Ocean avenue in front 


of the beached steamer resembled a 
county fair: improvised lunch rooms, 
cigar stands and traveling "speak 
easies" furnished food and drink to 
the multitude. On the portico of one 
big summer hotel, now closed, was a 
large sign reading: "Seats to Let," 
and the enterprising man in charge 
reaped a hardest of shekels. 


Tlie local railroad from Asbury Park 


to Long Branch carried thousands of 
passengers. Farmers from a distance 
of '-M miles drove to the scene of the 
accident and mingled with the fash- 
ionably dressed visitors from

srowing out of the arrest of Grant Atwr 
-erry on a charge of making the criminal 
assault upon Mrs. Boxy Atterberry on 
Thursday morning. 
Serious trouble 


was expected 
and Deputy Lansden, 


>rother of the sheriff, had made some 


preparation to protect hie prisoner. 


Business was practically suspended in 
the town, and everybody was expecting 
that Judgs Lynch would get a hump on 
himself and get up a necktie party. 
Crowds of people stood on the street 
corners and gradually assembled about 
the jail. Finally at a late hour 150 men 
n 
body 
started 
for 
the 
jail 


and 
entered. 
One man 
had 
a 


rope 
in 
his 
hands, 
but 
there 


was no leader. Deputy Lansden was at 
the jail stairway near Atterberry's cell, 
and as, they came in, just for a bluff he 
called out sharply: "What are you doing 
here? Get out, or I'll fire into the 
crowd!" Instantly there was a panic in 
the mob. As one man they made a des- 
perate scramble to get out of the prison, 
and as they fled they broke down the 
stairway railing, and could not have 
shown greater alacrity in obedience to 
orders had a brace of cannon been 
turned upon them. 


Deputy Lansden's bluff worked splen 


didly. As a matter of fact he did not 
have a gun, and simply tried what he 
could do in the scare line. It was re- 
ported subsequently that the mob would 
make another attack upon the jail, but 
they did not appear again. It is now 
believed 
that 
the mob spirit has 


died out, principally because the people 
are not quite convinced that Grant hud 
any part in the outrage. The circum- 
stances are against him. He was the 
tirst man put under suspicion, und the 
bloodhounds tracked him three times 
fiom his sister-in-law's house to his own 
home. The same dogs scented foot- 
prints to the Sullivan railway station, 
where they were lost. Sullivan people 
thought a brother of Grant Atterberry, 
Hint, was the second man in the out 
rage, and the conclusion was that he 
had taken the 2:40 train Thursday morn- 
ing for Decatur, and had gone to the 
home of some of his relatives soutk ol 
this point. It is learned that two people 
did get on the train at Sullivan Thurs 
day morning. One was a woman, Miss 
Hunt, of Decatur, and the other was a 
stranger, who appeared to be quite 
nervous. He had a five-dollar bill, but 
the agent could not change it to sel 
him a ticket, and Misa Hunt could noi 
change the bill for him. He got on the 
t am without a ticket. On the train 
tbe stranger was rather fresh and talket 
with Miss Hunt, who had never mel 
hira before. She defccribes the man as 
wearing whiskers. 
Hint does not. He 


has a mustache only, and was ehayec 
last time at Macon, he says, oa Wednes 
day. The man walked up and down the 
car, 
rubbing his hands -together, ant 


after stating that he was a stock buyer 
and had frequently made trips to Chi 
Ccigo, he asked Miss Hunt if she knew 
when the Srst train left Decatur for Chi 
atgo. She thought it strange that he 
would ask {such a question, after stating 
that he had often gone to Chicago. Miss 
Hunt is ready to identify the man she 
icuiembers to have got on the train a 
Sullivan that morning. 


ABREST OF D. «. ATTERBERRY. 


Sheriff Landsden was in 
Decatur 


Saturday evening on his way to Ausump 
tion and Moweaqua with a warrant for 
the arrest of David Hinton Atterbery 
brother of Grant Atterberry, and one ol 
the suspects in the Sullivan outrage 
Early in tbe morning Sheriff Nicholson 
and Marshal Mason received a telegran 
requesting thorn to arrest Hint Atter 
berry, and hold him. There was a cash 
reward of 8100 offered for his arrest am 
conviction. On reaching Decatur Lans 
den did not confer with the local officers 
but went away, supposedly to Moweaqua 
The officers believed that Lansden wouk 
find his man, and take him at once by 
train across country to Sullivan. Officers 
here kept a sharp lookout for Atterberry, 
but could not locate him.
